Course for Soldiers

‘ Arrangements have been ¢om- 
Weted for the summer courses for 
returned soldiers. T!is summer 
session will open at the University 
of Alberta, Edmonton, on May 19 
next, and will ®ontinue until Sept- 
ember 12th. The purpose of this 
summer school is to furnish assis- 
tance to men whose studies have 
been interrupted by the war that 
too much time may he lost in get- 
ting into regular classes “again. 
In some cases men who had left 
school before enlisting are anx- 
ious to resume their studies. Prov- 
isions will be made for these men 
also. Returned men everywhere 
are invited to take advantange of 
this school. 

The school will be ‘so organized 
to give as far as possible individu+ 
al instruction. Thus a man may en- 
ter with any attainment and 
make as rapid progress as he is 
capable of. Any returned man 
who is interested in improving his 
education with.the idea of contin- 
uing in some institution in the fall 
should write the Department ‘of 
Education, Edmonton, at once. 

Returned men only will be ad- 
mitted to these courses. The Un- 
iversity Dormitories and board- 
ing facilities will: be available for 
men who may attend. A rate sim- 
ilar to that prevailing during the 
regular, session will be allowed, 
namely thirty dollars per month 
for both room and board. 

Department of Education will 
furnish tuition in these courses 
free. The session will close in 
time for those qualified to enter 
Normal School—or proceed with 
University work.

The Death Penalty 
(Morning Bulletin) 
Joseph Campbell was hanged 
on Wednesday morning in Fort 
Saskatchewan jail yard for the 
double murder of Sam Zappier 
and Constable Beevers. It is a 
fearful thing to destroy human 
life. But the responsibility of pro- 
from 
unjust aggression rests upon or- 
ganized society—is indeed the 
great reason for the organization 
of society into fixed forms of gov- 
ernment. There are varying op- 
inions as to what is the best course 
by which to protect society against 
the crime of murder. . From time 
immemorial the weight of opin- 
ion -h@s..been, that for such protec- 
redler should be jiunishablé 
by death. It is true there are 
hangihgs:for murder and yet oth- 
er murders are committed. There 
are instances in which the death 
penalty is not a deterrent. But | 
it-is safe to say that if the death ! 
penalty will not deter nothing el- 
se will. Fear of death is a natur- 
al instinet of the human mind. It 
is necessary for the preservation of 
the race. It is extreme and over- 
powering ; and the lower the men- 
tality of the person the more 
strong the fear, There are those 
whom the fear of death restrains 
when nothing else will. 
But the certainty of punishment 
iy an even greater deterrant from 
1 


ta there have been instances of 
which the crime of murder has 
not brought punishment, In some 
eases the crime has wot been 
brought home sufficiently to war- 
rant arrest, and In ethers, men ar- 
rested and tried have escaped 
through faulty presentation of the 
case against them through sympa- 
thetic juries or through the clem- 
ency of the crown. The more of 
such cases there are, the more 
there are likely to be. Kach one 
ix an €neouragement to the law- 
less minded to work their will for 
revenge or gain, or in gratification 
of some other evil intent, upon 
eir fellows. 

Hanging for murder is not an 
act of revenge or of mere cruclty 
in taking away a human life. It 
is for the protection of society at 
large, and of the individual in par- 
ticular. In the case of the unfor 
tunate man who has just suffered 
the extreme penalty, he commit 
ted one murder while comuiting 
robbery, and second in an effort 
to escape. The fact that he did 
not escape either the officers of 
the Jaw or its enforcement is for

Edinonton, Apfil 16—Radical 
changes in proposed améhdments 
to the Provincial Police Act were 
ie Sl into the legislature Tnes- 
day by Attorney General Boyde, 
Which largely remove the sting in 
the first draft of proposed amend- 
ment. One of the new changes 
specifically exempts. private dwel- 
ling} houses. from entry* or search 
for liquor without a warrantfrom 
& police magistrate or justice of 
the peace. The previous amend- 
ment would have periiiitted the 
search of ‘‘private dwellings,’’ as 
well as business and other places 
on the order of the commissioner 
of the police. 

Another amendment eliminates 
the power which it was proposed 
to give provincial policemen ‘‘to 
detain and seareh any person 
whom he believes to be conduet- 
ing an illicit traffic in liquor’? and 
the power to ‘seize any liquor 
found on his person.’’ This was 
included in a clause permitting 
policemen on their own authority 
to detain and search any transpor- 
tation conveyances for liquor 
which still statids. 

Mrs. Il. C. McKinney (Non-Par- 
tisan)., Claresholin’ clashed with 
J.G. Turgeon (government), Rib- 
stone when the latter, referring to 
some remarks of Mrs. McKinney 
coneerning the possibility of infor- 
ination, conveyed hy policemen to 
the commissioner being betrayed,

for a supposedly new and _ prolif- 
jie sort, which is either an old var- 
iety camouflaged with a pew name 
or else a selection whose qualities 
are entirely unknown, 
visible into classes, these agents 
and their claims can be 
conveniently as follows: 

‘First-——Those who take a 
yielding, prolifie variety such as 
banner or O.A.C. No. 72 vats, gi- 
Ve it another name and introduce 
it as another variety. 

Second—Those who are selling 
# variety that has been multiplied 
from a peculiar plant or from ex- 
traordinary heads found in the

What is advisable ‘is that in ev- 
ery case before buying a variety 
that he intends to grow as a gen- 
eval crop, the farmer should con- 
sult the reports of his nearest ex- 
perimental station. The remedy 
for the actual frauds that are per- 
petuated is in his hands. As long 
as be will buy the agents will sell, 
‘and the efforts put forth by cereal 
stations of Canada for the impro-

“The Soviets were, first nein 
of at the time of the abortive Rus- 
Sian revolution of 1905. After 
that rising was suppressed the so- 
yiets contrived to support an uh- 
dergrounhd existence until the rev- 
olution in 1917. When the czar- 
dom was broken down, they were 
the most vital and best organized 
units left in Russian society. They 
seem also to be the kind of gov: 
ernmental instrument best suited 
to the Russian Temperament and 
comprehension for from the very 
first they have controlled the cotir- 
se of the revolution, and not even 
th abuses that the Bolseviki have 
practiced through them have wea- 
kened the hold of svstem on the 
people. 

The soviets may rest either on 
the trade or on the industry. In 
one case the members of each sep- 
arate trade such as carpentenrs, 
steam fitters, soldiers, farmers, 
school teachers, doctors, and hod 
earriers, would have a soviet ‘of 
their own, and that soviet would 
would have representatives in 
the Governing Soviet of 
the town or city. In the other case 
all the workers in a certain fact- 
tory or office would have their 
own soviet, which would in turn 
sent a representative to the loeal 
soviet. In beth cases the soviet 
of the city sends its representative 
or representatives to the soviet of 
soviets at the national capital. 
The body, through the commissar- 
ies it chooses, rules the country. 
In Russia, both forms of organiz- 
ation have been practiced, but the 
tendeney seems to be toward the 
second type. 

Such a system as that is not un- 
democratic if all of the citizens are 
enrolled in some one or other of 
the electoral units; but of course 
it produces a different kind of go- 
verning body from any that we 
now have. The central soviet 
would not consist as parliament 
does of a great many lawyers and 
a few farmers and business men; 
it would be made up chiefly of far- 
mers and artisans, with a small 
lot of professional and. business 
men. Soviet government need not 
be administered with the cruelty 
the injustice | and fanaticism that 
distinguishes the .Bolsheviki re- 
gime. But it would inevitably 
bring about the overthrow of all 
the political dnd’ legal machinery 
to which we are accustomed, it 
would probably tend to destroy 
the economie organization that is 
founded on private property, and 
it would lay the foundation for the 
merging of all_classes and all na- 
tions into a sing]g socialistic state. 
Whether or not those results are 
possible, whether or not they are 
desirable if possible, they are the 
aim of those who advocate soviet 
government, and they would be 
likely to follow the suecessfut 
practice of that kind of .govern- 
ment.

“Our Study hours are from 9 
to 11 a.m. and 2 to 4 With ‘the tea- 
chers. So far we have only two 
teachers, but have no room for 
more as we all study in one room 
and of course aloud. Miss Foster 
Miss McRae.and I have one tea- 
cher, who tells us a word or.a sen- 
tence which we repeat in unison. 
Then he asks us individually, and 
that is how we learn to speak in 
Chinese. Not a quiet method J 
can assure you. I have anew 
name—Chinese. It sounds some- 
thing like Voo Chin Dien, but it 
is written in English U Tsing Lien. 
The U. is the surname and means 
five and the other part means 
green lotus, 

Ichang is a busy port, as it is the 
terminus of the Winter steamers. 
There are customs offiers, oil com- 
panies, a British Consul and ag- 
ents of the steamship companies. 
There are three mission societies, 
Seotch Presbyterian, U.S. Angliec- 
an and Roman Catholics. Altoge- 
ther there is a foreign population 
of about 75 people. These foreign 
people live outside the walls of the 
native city. They seem glad we 
are here and have been so kind 
and also entertained us several 
times. It must be lonesome for 


It takes about an hour to walk 
across the native city so it must be 
nearly three miles. The streets 
are very narrow about room for 
five people to walk abreast and 
the houses so close. The country 
is hilly and dotted with tiny fields 
and farm steads. witch remind 
one of Canada anil Alberta espec- 
dally. Though they are not as 
cleau as they might be, the people 
themselves are tidy. But lack of 
sanitation and prevalence of dis- 
ease offers a wide field for serv- 
ice.” 

Another very interesting letter 
was read from Miss Louise Foster, 
also of Red Deer, who is studying 
with Miss Ward at Ichang. 

‘*May I tell you this month of_a 
little incident which I heard only 
today and which impressed me 
very deeply. In the same building 
with us but across the courtyard, 
lives a Chinese gentleman, Mr. 
Chen with his wife and family. 
A few days ago Mr. Chen, who is 
quite a wealthy gentleman sent 
his daughter, a child of about 8 
or 9 years, to the Mission school 
conducted by the ‘‘Scotch Ladies.’ 
They refused to take her because 
her feet were bound and it is ag- 
ainst the rules to take a child with 
bound feet as a pupil. 


sent home, the father at first said 
he would not unbind her feet. 
Then as he himself told the friend 
who repeated the story to us, he 
began to think of the foreign girls 
who lived across from him. He 
had noticed us going out day after 
day for walks and for tennis and 
promenading down inthe court- 
yard on beautiful woonlight 
nights, going about on fect, that 
no doubt looked large to him, but 
which nevertheless gave us no 
pain, while his wife sat in the 
house, or when she did go out hob- 
bled’ painfully along. The result 
was he decided he would rather 
run the risk of ridieule by his 
friends and have his little girl 
grow up in comfort to be a strong 
healthy woman. She is now att 
ending school, her feet are being 
gradually unbound and no doubt 
she will in time become a follower 
of Jesus. 

What impressed me so strongly
